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Purpose 


The purpose of this course of study is to encourage a better understanding of God’s Word through a wider 
knowledge of its contents. 


Two Approaches 


This course may be taught in numbers of ways. However, two methods have found the greatest success. We 
will call them the Survey method and the Comprehensive method. 


The Survey Approach 


The author has always followed this plan when teaching this course. It entails a “sweeping” view of the 
Bible in sixty-six weeks. One book is studied each week. The simple steps in this method are as follows: 

First class session: The teacher analyzes the Book of Genesis using the outline. The questions on Genesis 
are assigned for the next session. These are checked at the beginning of the next class session and lessons are 
drawn from three or four of the questions. Checking these questions should take 25 to 30 minutes out of a full 
45-minute class session. Then 15 minutes or so should be reserved for the teacher’s analysis of Exodus. This is 
the fast schedule and merely surveys the high points. Students should be encouraged to read each book in full 
each week. 

Advantages: This plan acquaints the class with what material is in each book of the Bible, where it is and 
more nearly gives the student a “panoramic” view of the Bible as a whole. 


The Comprehensive Approach 


This method is the slower of the two. The teacher may discuss the outline of a book one week and spend 
three or four weeks on the questions on that book. This takes much longer but goes deeper into the many 
lessons that may be stimulated by the questions. The emphasis in either approach is on the questions, as the 
outlines are given mostly to provide background on each book. If each workbook is kept until all books are in 
one’s library, then the student should have a wonderful encyclopedia of Bible knowledge. This should prove 
extremely helpful to teachers, preachers and students alike.
